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Ships Collide in Gulf of Mexico Fog 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 


17—(A")—The Coast 


Guard reported a 


crash Friday between two ships in the Gulf of Mexico, apparently 
due to heavy fog which has tied up coastal shipping from Pensacola 


to Texas. 


Both vessels were damaged but no injuries were reported among 
their crews. The vessels said they did not need assistance and were 
proceeding to New Orleans under their own power. The ships are 
the S. S. Grand River, 10,172 tons, en route from Providence, R. lI., 
to Lake Charles. La., and the 6,711-ton Cape Edmont, en route from 
New Orleans to Curacao, Dutch West Indies. At least a score of 
other vessels are tied up off the mouth of the Mississippi River and

With both the AFL and CIO always on 
the lookout for a chance to gouge or knee 
in the clinches, it is interesting to note 
the AFL has landed a good clean blow on 
the CIO jaw.

Having bargained and arrived at a con- 
tract, the CIO now infuriates public opin- 
ion by mass drives to collect. money for 
which they neither bargained nor asked 
indirectly. It isn’t possible for industry 
to absorb the large claims and it is evi- 
dence of bad faith on the part of CIO. 

The AFL may have had their collective 
tongue in) collective cheek, but they scored 
a good clean hit in the contest for public 
opinion, respect and good will. 


By What Authority, We Wonder 


News stories relate that Rep. James 
Dykes, of Cochran, was busy in the State 
Capitol saying who could come in and 
who couldn't, busily ordering certain per- 
sons out and offering to fight all comers, 
one at a time, that is. 

This is just another disturbing facet of 
the present problem in government in 
Georgia, and emphasizes a point we have 
made before. Gov. Herman Talmadge will 
do well to ask well-meaing friends, who 
seem determined to detract from his office 


and the dignity which should be associated 
with it, to cease and desist. 


The State Capitol building is not the 
property of Rep. Dykes. He is not, we are 
informed, a peace officer or a constable 
stationed at the Capitol. He has no au- 
thority to be ordering anyone from the 
Capitol and the spectacle of a Representa- 
tive placing himself in the position of 
offering to fight alJkcomers is not encour- 
aging or comfoyfable. Let Rep. Dykes 
leave the busirfess of guarding the Capitol 
to the peace gfficers whose job it is.

The only sure method of preventing 
railroad crossing tragedies is for each and 
every driver to stop and’ make certain that 
no train is coming before proceeding. 


The Viewpoint of the Common. Man 


The New York Times has concluded a 
unique survey, and one which it presents 
without arguing a point. 

Its editors sought to find, by focusing 
attention on men of modest station in vari- 
ous countries, what is the lot of the com- 
mon man around the world, how he lives, 
how he meets his family needs, what he 
earns, and so on.

Barter Theater: 
And Much Ado 


Importuned by Frank Reade, the educational 
ees entrepreneur of Valdosta, to lay about with many 
wi 7 words in behalf of the Barter Theater of Virginia 
and its Georgia tour, I made inquiry. 
Out of the inquiry came another— 


I found myself wondering what would happen if a bill were 
introduced in the Georgia Legislature appropriating money to sub- 
sidize a State theater and its actors. This theater would travel the 
State at intervals, presenting plays, for a modest charge, at schools 
and in towns and cities where stage space might be available. It 
would have a repertoire of Shakespearian and modern plays and 
it would include many really excellent actors. 


My own conclusion was that such a bill would be referred to 
the Drainage Committee or, perhaps, to the Committee on the State 
of the Nation. It would not be permitted, even, to make its bow 
on the stage of debate. 


Yet the State of Virginia has done just this—and did it years 
ago. The State of Virginia is the only State in the Union with a 
State Theater, proudly supported by the taxpayers, who buy tickets 
and pay taxes. 


Theater Which is a pity. A State theater, growing out of its 

own soil and history, would become, if patiently sup- 
ported, a very real influence in that intangible and nebulous, but 
important field, covered by the word “cultural.” The Barter Thea- 
ter began in the depression years of the early thirties. A group of 
young Virginians, some professional actors and some not, was in- 
terested in the theater. 


They were hungry—as what young actors are not?—and they 
yielded to the inner man. 

They would tread the boards, they determined, for a ham (and 
no puns, please), for a roast chicken or a frying sized one. They 
might do a one-act skit for a dozen eggs as admission price or come 
through with a Shakespearian play for a full-course meal, all turned 
in at the box office, in cooked or uncooked form. 

And so, they grew and prospered through the depression years. 
Indeed, stage legend has it they were the only actors outside Holly- 
wood who developed increased waistlines during those lean and 


hungry years. 
Fat The so-called legitimate stage all but died in those years. 
So, there can be no argument about whether the Barter 
Theater dug well to establish its roots. Anything of a luxury 
nature which grew and prospered during those years had to be 
sound and good. Many a bank and business of many years’ stand- 
ing popped and faded in those dark days. That a theater move- 
ment should succeed is rather more than significant. 
Much Ado At any rate, they have come along and are now 
an established success, taken to the financial bosom 
of the State and to the warm hearts of the taxpayers who pay twice 
—in taxes and at the boy office. 
Dr. Reade has ordered Shakespeare and Shakespeare they will 
give us. There will be “Much Ado About Nothing” in Atlanta on 


Monday evening and then the company will march on Valdosta, 
giving plays along the way, living off the country, one may assume. 


I ope one of these days the Legislature of Georgia will find a 
way to finance its affairs and then add a,modest appropriation for 
a State theater. But not, please, until the teachers are well paid 
and our schools given first place in our hearts and conscience.

‘Required Experience’ 


It would be too age-revealing to tell how many 

years it is since my job was to cover the doings of 

ii the Georgia Legislature, for The Constitution, But 

there was a time when, for a number of years, the coming of the 

lawmakers to town was signal for the hardest work and the most 

interesting experiences of a reporter’s life. This reporter’s. And I 

don’t suppose the Legislature has changed much, since then, in su- 

perficial habits and goings on, anyway. I imagine the impression 

a gallery visitor would get on first introduction to the House in ses- 
sion, or the Senate either, would be about the same. 


That impression would be, putting it bluntly, vocal confusion. 
Talk, talk, talk. 


No other gathering but a Legislature can produce so much wasted 
oratory. The gentleman from any county may arise, win recognition 
of the presiding officer and launch into an oration worthy of pres- 
ervation for a lot of posterity, and nobody listens to him. Private 
conversations go on, all around the chamber, with the conversation- 
alists making little, if any, effort to lower their voices. Members 
stroll in and out, page boys scurry hither and thither with messages 
and the Speaker goes right ahead with his discussion with the oppo- 
sition faction leader, seated temporarily at his right.

Congress To Limit 
Presidential Tenure? 


WASHINGTON—Republican leaders in Con 
| gress seem determined to press for considera 

: tion of a proposal to limit Presidents of the 
United States to two terms. 

Constitutional amendments to this end have already been intro- 
duced by Sen. Morse, of Oregon, and Sen. Wherry, of Nebraska, 
_— Republicans. Still others have been laid before the Lower 

ouse, 

The amendments, of course, are a backwash of the four terms 
to which the late President Roosevelt was elected. Republicans 
have been unable to forget the long Roosevelt years. 

Since they raised such an issue over the third-term question, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the proposition will command over- 
 ggeres Republican support, when and if the proposal comes 
Oo a vote. 


_. But in doing this the Republicans will be making a mistake, 
it seems. 


Who is able to say that another national emer- 
Emergency gency will not arise at some time in the future 
when the continuance of the President in office will be required 
for the common good? 


The change of administrations in an emergency such as war 
might well be fatal. Particularly might that be true under con- 
ditions of modern warfare as introduced by the development of 
the atomic bomb. Time and the continuity of governmental direc 
tion may be the essence of victory in the next war. 


This was one of the strongest points urged in support of Mr. 
Roosevelt's third and fourth-term elections. It carried the greatest 
weight with thinking people of the country. 


To deny a sitting President the privilege of reelection during 
a period of grave national emergency would necessarily give rise 
to a hiatus in governmental functions while his successor was tak- 
ing over. The very transition from one administration to another 
might involve consequences of far-reaching proportions. 


Against the possibility that we might have an incompetent chief 
executive in the White House, there is always the opportunity to 
hazard the risk of change. 

But to say that under no circumstances can a competent Presi- 
dent seek re-election to a third term during such times is to lay 
down a dangerous rule. 

After all, the people themselves should be given the right to 
say. It should be left to them to decide whether it is in the national 
interest to continue a President for more than two terms. 

An unpopular or an incompetent President can always be voted 
out of office, but if a constitutional restriction is imposed as to his 
length of service there would be no way of voting a competent and 
popular President in, should the demand arise for continuing him 


in office. 

Merit The Republicans should forget about Roosevelt and con- 
sider the matter on its merits. In all of what they are 

doing is too much of the suspicion that it is aimed at a dead man. 

Despite fhe violation of the two-term tradition by the late Chief 
Executive, the tradition still holds. There is no reason to suppose 
that any future President will be able to continue in office indefi- 
nitely without such an amendment. 

The good judgment of the American people may be relied on to 
prevent that. They can be trusted to correct any infringement of 
the rule when circumstances do not warrant it. 

What the Republicans should remember also is that the next 
national emergency that confronts us may find a member of their 
own party in the White House. Then there would be less clamor 
from these sources to hold him to the two-term tradition. 

Georgia has just had an experience with the same sort of consti- 
tutional amendment that shows the fallacy of imposing restrictions 
of the kind. The State’s affairs were ably directed under the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Ellis Arnall. There was a demand from the 
people that he be permitted to run for another. term, but the new 
Constitution placed a limit of one term. 

Had Gov. Arnall been permitted to run for re-election he un- 
doubtedly would have been re-elected. Some students of State poli- 
tics doubt that he would have had opposition in the primaries. 

In that way all of the fuss and confusion over the present mud- 
dled situation in the State might have been avoided.

Arnall and his secretaries, Pat 
McCutcheon and Miss Grace Can- 
nington, his receptionist, Mrs. Vel- 
ma Fellows, and other attaches 
went to work in the Candler 
Building, where his desk was 
piled high with congratulatory 
telegrams. 


Arnall and Talmadge wound up 
their day’s activities last night by 
appearing on the same nation-wide 
radio hook-up, Arnall broadcast- 
ing first from his downtown of- 
fice, and Talmadge from the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion. 

Pointing out that he did not 
personally support or vote for 
Thompson for Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, but is supporting his succes- 
sion to the Governorship now, 
Arnall called the events of the 
past few days in Georgia “one of 
the most disgraceful spectacles in 
American history.” 

In a reference to Talmadge, ha
